THE  BRITISH  APPLE  IvIAHKET 

American  "barreled  apple  supplies  were  very  light  on  the  Liverpool 
auction  Wednesday,  January  21,  according  to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit 
Specialist'  in  Eiarope  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
The  offerings  consisted  mainly  of  Massachusetts  and  Maine  Baldwins  and  New 
York  Rhode  Island  G-reenings.     These  apples  m.et  with  an  active  inquiry  at  the 
market.    Ahout'  34,000  "barrels  of  American  apples  are  expected  to  arrive  at 
Liverpool  for  next  week's  auction.     Supplies  of  California  Newtowns  were 
liberal  and  Washington  Uewtowns  and  Wine  saps  moderp,te .     Demand  was  slow  for 
these  varieties.     Oregon  Delicious  and  Spitzenhergs  were  in  light  supply. 
Interest  was  more  active  for  these  varieties.     On  the  whole  apple  prices  were 
ahout  the  same  as  last  week.     The  fruit  was  in  good  condition.    The  ma.rket  re- 
mains dull  on  high  grade  "boxed  apples  which  is  probahly  a  reflection  of  the. 
low  purchasing  power  of  the  consumers.    A  la.rgG  percentage  of  the    boxed  apple 
continues  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  auction  due  to  the  unsatisfactory  prices. 

American  boxed  pears  sold  at  slightly  lower  prices  than  last  week  at 
Liverpool.     The  demand  was  m.oderate.    About  28,000  boxes  arrived  in  the  United 
Kingdom  this  week  an.d  15,000  are  expected  next  week.     The  first  shipm.ent  of 
South  African  pears  amounting  to  3,000  boxes  is  due  next  week. 

At  London  the  American  barreled  apple  supplies  were  not  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  establish  a  market,  but  39,000  barrels  are  expected  by  next  week. 
Boxed  apples  were  in  moderate  suppiy  and  miet  with  a  more  active  inquiry.  The 
condition  of  the  fruit  was  -gnnera'lly  good.     On  the  whole  the  prices  were  some- 
what under  those  ruling  at  Liverpool. 

Canadian  barreled  apples  continue  to  arrive  in  the  United  Kin.o^om  in 
volume  but  should  begin  to  taper  off  soon.    Aboiit  155,000  boxes  of  apples  from 
Pacific  Coast  ports  are  due  next'  week.     South  African  stone  fruit  arrivals 
amounted  to  80,000  packages  this  week  and  79,000  are  expected  next  week. 
Oranges  are  plentiful  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  are  selling  at  low  prices. 
Shipm.ents  from.  Palestine  are  heavier  than  last  year.    A  recent  frost,  is  esti- 
mated to  have  damaged  orange  crops  in  the  Valencia  district  of  Spain  from  10 
to  15  per  cent  and  in  Murcia  from.  25  to  30  per  cent,  according  to  Mr.  Motz.
